Atical report .in a ‘summer of topsy- 
.turvy politics and it comes on such 


‘good authority that it has set Liber- 
-al politicians by the ears throughout 
the province, 

Publication of thereport undoubted- 


“ly will be instantly and volubly de- 
nied, but those inside of political 
-eireles say that it is absolutely true. 
‘What lends special strength to the 


report is the growing alarm of Liber- 
al party politicians in Alberta at the 
manifestations of strength of the 
new U.F.A. party. Moreover, the 
story that Mr. Stewart is sick and 
disgusted with the machinations of 
the ambitious politicians in his own 
party is founded on solid fact, which 
furnishes a logical foundation to the 
report that he will quit them and join 
the new UF.A. party. 
FORCED TO GO TO OTTAWA. 


Although Mr. Stewart has gone 
east to attend the Liberal convention 
at Ottawa, it was openly boasted to 
newspapermen in Calgary by one of 
the most prominent Liberal delegates 
that Mr Stewart was forced to go. 

“He didn’t want to go,” said this 
delegate, “but we made him, and be- 
lieve me, when he gets down to Ot- 
tawa he is going to hear a few things 
from us real Liberals. He -can’t pull 
that stuff of sitting on the fence with 
the Unionists any longer.” 

“The aninius in these remarks fs 
due to the somewhat neutral attitude 
taken by Mr. Stewart at the time of 
the last federal election, followed by 
his declarations later on that he was 
still a Liberal. 


PREMIER IS A FARMER 


Premier Stewart, however, claims 
to be a farmer first of all, and it is 
this claim which is one of the factors 
in the report that he will join the 
Direct Political Action 
party and refute the present politi- 
cians, who have been buzzing around 
him at Edmonton. For a long time 
it has been known that conditions in 
Liberal government circles were not 
what were to be expected in a party 
presenting a solid fighting front. 


ASPIRANTS FOR LEADERSHIP 


For one thing there are too many 
who wish to be leaders themselves. 
There is Hon. J. R. Boyle, attorney- 
general and former minister of edu- 
cation, for instance, who _ aspires 
either to one of the new judgeships 
or else to be premier of Alberta. 
Despite Johnny’s gyrations, outstand- 
ing indications are that he will get 
neither. But just to -illustrate some 


_ of the things that are said to have 


disgusted Mr. Stewart with his 
ministers, Mr. Boyle’s alleged mach- 
inations for the judgeship are a good 
case in point. 


BOYLE AND JUDGESHIP. 


It is well-known that at the last 
session of the legislature, the govern- 
ment put through an act creating a 
new division of the supreme court in 
Alberta. The shifts occasioned by 
this act will require the appointment 
of two new judges and the promo- 
tion of one. That Mr. Boyle wanted 
one of the judgeships is said to be an 
open secret. It would be an unkind 
and unnecessary thing to state here 
the reasons’why a number of even 
the Edmonton politicians did not 
think that Mr. Boyle was quite the 
person to be a supreme court judge, 
However, that had little weight with 
the arfbitious minister of education, 
who manoeuvred himself into the at- 
torney generalship and from. that 
vantage point proceeded to open fire 
on his leader, Premier Stewart, with 


-some heavy guns. 


THE POLJTICAL PISTOL. 


The story goes that Mr. Boyle 
virtually placed a political pistol at 
Mr. Stewart's head and told him that 
unless the premier supported his 
claims for the judgeship at Ottawa, 
it was all off with the Stewart gov- 
ernment in Alberta. At any rate 
the yarn goes on to state that Mr. 
Stewart yielded and _ pressed Mr. 
Boyle's claims at the federal capital 
when he made a trip there after the 
legislative session, but without re- 
sult. 

MR SIFTON APPEARS. 


This was due to the fact that Hon. 
A L. Sifton federal minister of cus- 
toms, Canadian peace envoy and for- 
mer .premier of Alberta, has a lot to 
forget yet about politics in Alberta. 
Mr. Sifton has Hon. C. R. Mitchell 
lined up for the judgeship. Mr. Mit- 
chell -.was the one Alberta minister 
who came out openly and boldly in 
support of the Union government at 
the last election, so there was noth- 
ing doing for Mr. Boyle. 
~ But a little thing like that did not 
discourage the attorney-general. No 
chance. All he did was to. withhold 
the proclamation of the act consti- 
tuting the new supreme court divi- 
sion in Alberta. As the federal gov- 
ernment cannot make an appropria- 
tion for constituting the new court 


wutil the province has proclaimed the i 


act providing for the court, in the 
words of the old farmer, “There ain't 
no ‘such animal,” The court just 
doesn’t exist, that’s all, ‘and = Mr. 
Mitchell and T. M. Tweedie, who is 
reputed to be the other prospective 
appointment, are still coyly' waiting 
to be asked. ; ae R 
CAUSE OF IMPASSE.. 

The alleged reason for this impasse 
according to the _ political gossips, 
is that Mr. Boyle who is an out-and- 
out anti-Unionist, had high hopes 
that a federal election would be pre- 
cipitated this year, that the Union 
government would be_ beaten, and 
that then, with his friends in power, 
he would proclaim the act constitu- 
ting the-new court and be promptly 
appointed to a judgeship. But the 
election-is not yet and probably will 
not be for another year at least 

THE ALTERNATIVE 

When. it began to soak into Mr. 
Boyle’s consciousness that he really 
might escape being a judge after all, 
his ingrowing ambition turned hack 
toward the premiership again. Mr. 
Stewart recognizes this as well as 
anyone. - 

OTHER BOGEY MEN. 

But Mr Boyle is only one of the 
bogey men in the cabinet. There is 
Hon. George P. Smith, for instance, 
who is somewhat of a thorn in the 
side of the premier. Mr. Smith has 
on more than one occasion spoken 
plainly and scornfully of the lack of 
political perspicacity of his leader. 
But largest of all looms Hon. A. G. 
MacKay, whose unquestioned capa- 
city of work and ability in political 
manoeuvering is unsurpassed by any 
politician :n che west. Me. MacKay 
also & strong anti-Unionist, is the 
person toward whom the elements in 
the Liberal party are looking to as 
the next man. Mr. MacKay is entire- 
ly too shrewd a politician to open 
any fight on the recognized leader of 
his party. Instead, he naturally as- 
sumed the position of letting all the 
work come to him and_ gradually 
slipped into an authority which has 
made him the foremost minister of 
the cabinet. Mr. Stewart may not be 
a wily politician, but he can :-ee as far 
as most men, and he ifs_ naturally 
disgusted with underground political 
skullduggery which the atimosphere 
at Edmonton ,seems to encourage. 
Hence the report that he is ready to 
g0 over bag and baggage to the new 
O.F.A. party. . 

CRBRAR AND U.F.A. 

Moreover, cne story is that with 
Hon. T. A. Crerar, iwtely rasigned 
from the Union government, also in 
the U.F.A. party and probably one 
of its federal leaders, that Mr Stew- 
art would assume the position of the 
director of the U.F.A campaign ,in 
Alberta. All of this, however, will 
be warmly disputed by the Liberal 
politicians who are getting exceed- 
ingly anxious over the situation. Its 
logic however, can be disputed by 
none who have been watching the 
course of events. 


‘PEG INTERNATIONAL 
IS NOW RECOGNISED 


EIGHT THOUSAND OUT OF 
TWELVE THOUSAND STICK 
TO AFFILIATION 


Winnipeg, Aug. 2.—The Winnipeg 
Trades and Labor Council was re- 
organized last night by R. A. Rigg, 
as deputy of the president of the Do- 
minion Trades and Labor Congress. 
Ninety-two delegates were present, 
and these represented 8,000 workers 
who have stuck to their international 
affiliations, and it was announced 
that many more would be represented 
at the next gathering of the body. 
The numerical strength of the work- 
ers who had affiliation with the pre- 
micr labor body prior to the split as 
a result of the One Big Union inno- 
vation was approximately 12,000. 

This is the third occasion on which 
reorganization of the Winnipeg 
Trades and Labor Council has been 
necessary. The last was in 1903, 
when A. C. Cowley was elected pres- 
ident. 

James Winning, president; Ald. 
Ernest Robinson, secretary; Council- 
lor J. L. McBride, treasurer, and in 
fact all the old officers of the body 
were reinstated. This was not the 
case with the committees. Their 
ranks have been depleted, and the 
elections to fill, these vacancies will 
be held at the regular meeting of the 
body next Tuesday night. 

Local 343, of the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters, last night passed a res- 
olution that the Trades and Labor 
Council as at present constituted was 
diametrically opposed to the best in- 
terests of the worker.

Plans and castings have been com- 
pleted and two hundred men = are 
at work rushing to completion § the 
new railway gasoline car designed by 
Henry Ford. This information was 
given the Detroit Common _ Council 
meeting today by Charles f&. Soren- 
son General Manager of the Fordson 
Tractor Plant. The new car, Mr. 
Sorenson _ stated, will materially 
cheapen transportation, as it can be 
operated for less money than either 
steam or electric cars. As soon as 
the car is ready it will be given a 
test run over the Michigan Central 
tracks from Detroit to Chicago in 
competition with the Wolverine, the 
fastest express train on the road. It

AN. ANSWER TO MR. WELTON, 


To the Editor of The News, 

“Dear Sir.—I was interested in Mr. 

Welton’s letter to The Advocate this 

week, upon which the Editor bestows 

his blessing, and with your permis- 

sion would like to offer someremarks. 
“What are we waiting for?” For 


‘an unadorned plea for organic church 


union it would be difficult to find a 
parallel. 


The writer “evidently thinks that it! 


would be a simple matter to induce 
the members of the Baptist and Pres- 
byterian churches to close their doors 
and form one congregation under the 
aegis of the Methodist church. Evi- 
dently he knows little of the history 
of these other two bodies, of the 
phase of Christtin doctrine, practice 
and government they represent, and 
the tenacity with which they have 
held them through storm and stress 
of past centuries, of their contribu- 
tion to the building up of Christianity 
and also of their influence in social 
and political life, neither does he con- 
sider how any one minister could 
possibly be acceptable to such a di- 
verse congregation. History continu- 
ally repeats the assertion that no 
church,- however constituted, can 
effectually minister to all the people 
to hold them in its fold. 

Methodism in the Old Country’ is 
an example of this fact, for it is split 
up in some half dozen shades of 
Methodism, each a distinct organiza- 
tion in itself. 

The underlying inference of the 
letter is that we should save financi- 
ally if but one minister was neces- 
sary for the needs of three congrega- 
tions, ignoring the human element; 
surely not a very creditable sugges- 
tion to make in view of the paraded 
affluence of so-called Christian people. 
The tendency today is to run_ the 
church as a commercial business, 
demanding interest on the outlay, re- 
gardless of the fact that it is an in- 
stitution ministering to the spiritual 
needs of humanity, that its success or 
failure cannot be measured by dollars 
and cents. ‘ 

What are the practical results Mr. 
Welton desires from this union? 

“Suitable quarters for social, phy- 
sical and religious development.” 
Some years ago a movement was on 
foot in thecity to establish a Y.M.C.A. 
but it fell through because the Meth- 
odist church was going to establish 
a Young Men's Club (Y.M.C.) in the 
basement of their church premises. 
It would be interesting at this time 
to learn the reason of its non-exist- 
ence. 

It was reported a short time ago 
that the Rev. Thomas Freeman had 
resigned from the charge of an in- 
stitutional church which was founded 
to meet and include al] the various 
equipment suggested in Mr. Welton’s 
letter, by the Wesleyan Methodists 
in the old country, after twenty-five 
years’ service and an expenditure of 
a quarter of a million of money, as 
he considered it an absolute failure. 

It is a lamentable admission on Mr. 
Methodist 
church is so thinly attended that it 
could so easily accommodate the 
congregations of two other churches, 
and it leads one to surmise there is 
something wrong either in the minis- 
ter or the members, and I certainly 
do not think it {s the former. It has 
been my privilege to hear him on 
several occasions, and if they lived 
up to the standards he sets before 
them, they themselves would see to 
it that there would be no need to try 
and induce other congregations to 
join them that their house might be 
full. 

Some time ago a religious census 
of the city was taken, and I believe 
it was then shown therg were more 
than sufficient professing members of 
the various religious bodies to fill all 
the churches. 

The true remedy I think is to get 
to know the reason of their absence 
and find and apply a remedy.

NEW MINISTERS 
> SWORN IN 


CHAIRMAN OF . RAILWAY COM- 
MISSION WILL BECOME FINANCE 
‘MINISTER— DR. TOLMIE, OF 
VICTORIA, TO BE MINISTER 
OF AGRICULTURE. 


Ottawa, Aug. 1.—The political at- 
mosphere as far as the government 
is concerned, is clearing, Sir Henry 
Drayton, chairman of the _ railway 
commission, will succeed Sir Thomas 
White as minister of finance. 

Dr. Tolmie, M.P. for Victoria, B.C., 
will become minister of agriculture, 
succeeding Hon. T. A. Crerar. 

Hon. Frank B.Carvell has resigned 
as minister of public works, and will 
likely be succeeded by Sir Douglas 
Hazen, chief justice of New Bruns- 
wick, the former minister of marine 
and fisheries. 

Official announcement of the cabi- 
net changes will be made by Sir Rob- 
ert Borden today, Sir Henry Drayton 
will be sworn in during the course of 
the day, and if Dr Tolmie arrives in 
time he will take the oath of office at 
the same time. Dr. Tolmie is on his 
way east from British Columbia. 

Whether Sir DouglasHazen intends 
to re-enter political life is, not sure. 
He has been in Ottawa for the past 
few days which has led the capital to 
believe that he will- succeed Mr. Car- 
yell. There is a paucity of men of 
strength in New Brunswick on both 
sides of politics and for that reason 
it seems probable that Sir Robert has 
offered the portfolio to Sir Douglas 
He was always fond of politics, and 
only retired in 1917 at the request of 
Sir Robert Borden to make a place in 
the Union cabinet for Mr. Carvell 


OTHER CHANGES EXPECTED. 


The political changes for the pres- 
ent will not likely go past these three 
portrfolios. However, there will be 
other changes shortly. Hon Martin 
Burrell, Sir George Foster, and Hon. 
C Doherty are expected to retire. 
However, no announcement is antici- 
pated at present. 

The changes would not altogether 
be a surprise. It has been predicted 
for some time that Sir Henry Dray- 
ton would succeed Sir Thomas White 
and it was also known that Dr. Tol- 
mie was under consideration as min- 
ister of agriculture, and was _ being 
strongly urged by the livestock inter- 
ests of the country. The big sensa- 
tion of the day was the official an- 
nouncement by Mr Carvell that he 
was retiring from the cabinet end 
from public life. 

-_— 


TWO STRONG MEN 


Sir ‘Robert has Lrought into the 
cabinet two strong men in the prime 
of life who will bring to it strength, 
vigor and prestige, in Sir Henry Dray- 
ton and Dr Tolmie. Sir Henry has 
had a long career of public service 
and his ability and integrity are re- 
cognized. He is of course a tyro in 
politics, and like Thomas’ White, 
when he entered in 1911, is an experi- 
ment. His most notable piece of 
public work was his noteworthy re- 
port on the railway situation in Can- 
ada. It is the policy of the govern- 
ment to carry out this report in toto, 
and to include the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way in the government railway sys- 
tem. This was one of the reasons 
which induced Sir Robert to offer the 
portfolio to Sir Henry. 

As the railway problem is now 
largely one of finance, Sir Henry can 
handle the question better as minis- 
ter of finance than as minister of rail- 
ways. Dr. Tolmie is one of the out- 
standing men in agriculture in Can- 
ada. He is recognized as an author- 
ity on livestock from coast to coast, 
and the livestock breeders have been 
strongly urging his appointment. Dr. 
Tolmie is president of the Dominion 
Holstein Breeder’s Association, and 
also president of the Dominion Live- 
stock Association. He has recogn- 
ized executive ability. He is 52 
years of age, and is a Liberal Union- 
ist. ‘ 

There are in addition a whole crop 
of rumors. One story is that Sir 
George Foster will retire immediately 
and that Sir Henry Drayton will run 
in his seat, North Toronto. Another 
is that Sir James Lougheed is to re- 
tire and to be succeeded by Brigadier 
General Ross, M.L.A. for Kingston.

Coroner Dr. Henry George. 


Harry Goodall, a professional well- 
digger, said he was engaged by the 
late Thomas Wharton to dig a well 
on Wharton’s farm, and he was as- 
sisted by Geo. Maben. They had 
gone down 35 feet on Thursday, and 
he had just finished work when he 
noticed a strong smell of gas com- 
ing'from a hole that they had drilled 
with an 8-inch auger. He struck 
eight matches at the bottom of the 
well, and they all immediately went 
out. He shouted up to Maben and 
Wharton that there was gas in the 
well and he then came up. He came 
out of the well, and when he reached 
the surface he would have collapsed 
and fallen back into the well had he 
not had assistance from Maben. 

On Friday they were to start work 
at 9, and he refused to go down the 
well on account: of the danger. 


Maben' said he had been through 
gas in France and went down the 
ladder. Goodall, who remained on 
the top, saw him reach the ‘bottom, 
turn round once, and then throw: up 
his hands and fall. He immediately 
shouted to two carpenters who were 
working in the house. Wharton, who 
was milking cows, ran from the field 
and immediately went down the well 
to render assistance to Maben. About 
half way down the ladder he threw 
up his hands and fell to the bottom 
of the well. 


By this time other assistance had 
got to the well, and Fred. McKee, one 
of the carpenters, asked to have a 
rope put round him, and was lowered 
down by Goodall and Mr. McKee, sr., 
He had got about 20 feet down when 
he signalled to be hauled up. He was 
badly affected by the gas when he 
reached the top but soon recovered. 


Fred. McKee then came into Red 
Deer by auto and notified Dr. Sanders 
and Geo. Orme, a brother-in-law of 
Wharton's, and the police. 

This evidence was corroborated by 
the other witnesses 

The bodies were recovered by Fred. 
McKee, Geo. Orme and Fred. Losse. 

Dr. Sanders gave evidence as to the 
cause of death. 

The jury, without retiring, brought 
in the following verdict: 

“That Geo. Maben came to_ his 
death while engaged as well-digger 
by being gassed and suffocated in a 
well in the Blackfalds district.” 

“That Thomas Wharton came to 
his death at his farm, in a well, by 
being gassed and 
trying to save his 
Maben.” 

There are sad features connected 
with both men, as Wharton had only 
come to this district, and 
only recovered a short time ago from 
a sharp fever attack. He leaves a 
widow and four small children. The 
body will be taken to Guelph, Ont., 
for interment. 

George Maben was a returned sol- 
dier, well known and respected in the 
city, and he had recently brought a 
bride with him from the old country. 

The funeral on Monday afternoon 
was under the control of the Great 
War .Veterans’ Association, of which 
deceased was an honored member, 
and they attended to all the arrange- 
ments, The casket was draped with 
the Union Jack, with the belt and

R. L. LOWE'S NEPHEW KILLED 


R. L. Lowe, of the Post Office staff, 
received the sad news of the death 
of one of his nephews in Kansas, re- 
cently. The Stafford Courier, of 
Kansas, of July 24th, says: 

“Charles H. Lowe, of this city, was 
instantly killed when an aeroplane 
piloted by his brother, L. A. Lowe, 
fell headlong to the ground ahout 2 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon at Zen- 
ith, a small town in Kansas.

Ottawa, Aug. 2—An interesting 
development in connection with the 
gathering of the Liberal stalwarts for 
the national convention next week is 
said to be & move on the part of 
western delegates to have Premier 
Martin of Saskatchewan reconsider 
his determination not to allow his 
name to go before the meeting. 

Western delegates it is said, will 
be inclined to insist that Mr. Martin 
be nominated and that when he is he 
should not withdraw. Those who fav- 
or the election of Mr. Martin as lead- 
er are, apparently, counting on the 
eastern delegates being divided be- 
tween Hon. W. S. Fielding and D. D. 
McKenzie and the other eastern can- 
didates.

WAR CONTRIBUTIONS 
OF DOMINIONS WERE 


GREATER THAN DREAMT 


London, July 31.—Lieut.-Col. L. E. 
Cc. Amery, under-secretary for the col- 
onies, speaking on the colonial office’s 
estimates in the house of commons, 
emphasised the immensity of the 
war time patriotic efforts of fellow 
subjects overseas. It might be gaug- 
ed by noting the sum total of military 


. efforts in the field before armistice 


“development and 


day, either measuring the number of 
lives sacrificed,.the number of the 
enemy killed or captured or the total 
number of hours spent in the trench- 
es, both Canada and Australia indiy- 
idually contributing greater military 
effort than the United States with a 
population of over one hundred mil- 
lion people. 

Moreover, the efforts of the crown 
colonies were far greater than is 
usually realized. In every part of the 
empire the whites contributed as 
high a quota as any community in 
the world. Over two-thirds of the 
males in Kast Africa and also Rhod- 
esia took the field. 

Combatant native troops were of 
considerable number, continued Col. 
Amery, and their fighting value was 
recognized by all commanding offi- 
cers concerned. West African forces 
the King’s “African rifles and the 
West Indies regiment, totally eighty 


_thousand combatants and over half a 


million carriers and other auxiliaries, 
were ‘raised in African colonies. 
Moreover, native chiefs to the hum- 
blest folks everywhere lavished gifts 
toward the Red Cross and_ other 
funds. 

All the colonies substantially con- 
tributed to the cost of the war from 
revenue, declared Colonel Amery, in- 
curring Hability larger than  prud- 
ence allowed. Therefore, he hoped 
this would be reminembered when re- 
reconstruction in 
the colonies was being considered. 

Colonel Amery emphasized that re- 
construction meant far more than re- 
storation to pre-war conditions. There 
must be established a new and more 
positive standard in their duty to- 
ward the peoples to which parlia- 
ment is responsible as a_ trustee. 
Their territories of boundless possi- 
bilities urgently called for develop- 
ment in the interests of their own 
inhabitants and an _ impoverished 
world. 

Colonel Amery declared that Brit- 
ish colonial administration was the 
best in the world before the war, and 
stated that in future it was going to 
be greatly. improved on, especially 
as regards large territories assigned 
to Great Britain as mandatory. To 
accomplish this he said the colonial 
office service must be brought to the 
highest state of efficiency. 

Railways in the crown colonies 
must be multiplied, said Colonel 
Amery. In the dominions there were 
thirteen miles of railway per thou- 
sand square miles; in the crown col- 
onies only 4.8 miles. Hence there 
was a prima facie case for a very 
great program of railway construc- 
tion. 

In concluding, Colonel Amery drew 
attention to the remarkable constitu- 
tional developments in relations with 
the dominions. A fact which most im- 
pressed the outside world was that at 
the peace conference the full equality 
of the dominions with the motherland 
associations had been recognized, not 
only by Great Britain, but also by 
other governments. He was con- 
vinced this new departure would go 
to the greatest lengths in effectively 
cementing for ever more’ imperial 
unity.

The people of the province are 
probably not aware that there is in 
force an important act forbidding 
trading in bad eggs.’ This Was pas- 
sed at the last session of the Proy- 
incial Legislature and is now in 
force, 

‘By this measure all people pur- 
chasing eggs from producers are ob- 
liged to separate the bad from the 
good eggs and they aré” forbidden to 
do business with the bad ones as 
soon as their condition is found out. 
This condition is arrived at by cand- 
ling. The first handler, as he ig called 
by the act, must candle the eggs pur- 
chased and reject those that are un- 
fit for food. 

This is an important protection 
which the consumer has not had-~up 
to the present time. The terms” by 
which these eggs are described in the 
trade are mouldy eggs, black rots, 
spot rots, blood rings, mixed rots, ad- 
dled eggs, etc. The producers (are 
likely to profit very greatly by this 
also as the reputation of the product 
will be immeasurably raised by the 
new law. It is estimated that rot 
less than one sixth of the total an- 
nual egg crop is lost by the inclu. 
sion of bad and stale eggs in ship- 
ments. The condition of these eggs 
is due to improper care in the first 
Place. Some of the eggs have heen 
kept in too hot a place,’ there has 
been some neglect in the gathering 
of the eggs in a good many places, 
particularly in the country, and the 
product has been held too long before 
being sent to market. 

Most people have no appreciation 
of the importance of the egg and 
poultry output of Alberta. According 
to the last survey of the poultry in. 
dustry of the province the value of 
eggs alone was three million dollars. 
It will be seen that if the portion 
usually lost is saved out of this out- 
put without taking account of any {n- 
crease, it will mean a_ substantial 
addition to the wealth of the produc- 
ers, and to the food resources of the 
consumers in the province. It is the 
aim of the Department of Agncnl- 
ture to establish a standard in eggs 
such as has been established in buv- 
ter, and it is expected that the same 
result in a desirable export trade 
will be secured in the case of eggs 
as has been established in butter 
The enforcement of this act will be- 
gin actively at once. 

The Department of Agriculture is 
appointing inspectors to examine the 
product in trading places and will 
have power to institute proceedings 
for violation of the act. Violations 
of the act involve a penalty not ex- 
ceeding $100.00.

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LENINE SLATED FOR RETIRE- 
MENT. i 


Stockholm, Aug. 1—The Svenska 
Dagblad .is informed by persons 
closely connected with the Russian 
Soviet government, that Nikolai 
Lenine, the premier, intends to begin 
a drastic change of policy and then 
retire. One condition of his retire- 
ment willbe that Leon Trotzky, the 
Bolshevik war minister, be left in 
command of the red army. 

At recently held meetings of the 
Soviet commissaries, the newspaper's 
informants say, the question of giv- 
ing power into the hands of other 
Socialist parties was earnestly dis- 
cussed, but Lenine declared that the 
best way to check reaction, as repre- 
sented by Admiral Kolchak, head of 
the all-Russian government at Omsk, 
would be to drop power for a time in 
order to prove that no other party 
was able to reorganize Russia. 

This, Lenine contended, would 
strengthen the Bolshevik and enable 
them to resume power. Lenine’s 
views were shared by George Tchit- 
cherin, the commissaire for foreign 
affairs ; M. Stoutchka, commissary of 
justice ; and Prof. Podrovsky, com- 
missary of the interior.

“In the mine I am in, the sole topic 
is Bolshevism, and at our next meet- 
ing we are going to pass a resolution 
to go over‘in a body to the LW.W., 
as we are disgusted with the Interna- 
tional union. I am a subscriber to 
six Socialist papers,, all suppressed. 
Received a bundle of leaflets from 
you, but was disappointed that they 
contained no information about the 
Bolsheviki movement in Europe.”

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> _'N| For City Officials Owing to 


High Cost of Living 


At the meeting of the City Council 
Jon Monday evening the following Te- 
port on salaries was presented by 
Commissioner Stephenson, and was re- 
ferred to Ald. Collison and Simpson as 
a Special committee to report:—- 
The Mayor and Council, 

City of Red Deer. 
Gentlemen:— ~ 

I would respectfuliy request that’ you 
seriously consider granting an increase 
of salaries*to all permanent City offl- 
cials to date from July 1. I am aware 
that before the estimates are passed is 
the proper time for such a request, but 
early in the year all.of us considered 
that, with the war over, the cost of 
living would decrease. Instend of that 
the Monthly Labor Gazette shows that 
the cost of living is steadily increasing 
and prospects are for it going higher. 
We all know by experience that this is 
a fact. 

All of the city employees are married 
men with families, with two exceptions 
all are property Owners and own their 


that it is absolutely impossible for some 
of them to provide their families with 
necessaries of life and make any pro- 
vision for sickness or unemployment 
wjth present salaries. Most of, the 
employees have spent years in the ser- 
vice of Red Deer, and their services 
are worth more each year to the city by 
veason of experience. 

The Red Deer School Board and most 
citizens recognize this principle by ad- 
vancing salaries with length of satis- 
factory service. 

Nearly every city has this year in- 
creased salaries from fifteen to twenty 
per cent and their salaries were before 
the increases generally higher than in 
Red Deer, and in nearly every trade or 
business salaries and wages have had 
to be materially increased to meet the 
increased cost of living. In 1914 we 
paid laborers 27% cents per hour, now 
we pay 40 cents and 45 cents. We then 
pald for man and team 50 cents. per 
hour, now we pay 90 cents and $1.00 
per hour. The salaries of school tea- 
chers in Red Deer have been materially 
increased since 1914, I note from the 
papers that In 1915 the principal of tne 
schools was paid $1,500, now he gets 
$2,300, an increase of over 50 per cent, 
and the work is no harder now than 
then, and he works five days a week 
for about nine months and gets extra 
pay for examining papers in summer 
holidays. In 1914 my own 3alary was 
$2,500 as Assessor, Secretary- *reasurer 
and Commissioner, now it is less than 
that, yet my work and responsibility 
has materially. increased, and so with 
the other employees. 

The Dominion Civil Service Commis- 
sion has just signed an order-in-council 
providing for bonuses to civil servants 
as follows: Salaries of $1200 a bonus of

SETTLERS COMING FROM THE 
: UNITED STATES. 


A steady stream of land seekers 
has been coming into Western Can- 
ada through all the ports of entry on 
the international boundary since ear- 
ly spring, and the- influx continues, 
according to John Wardrop, general 
agent of the Canadian National Rail- 
Ways resources department, Winni- 
peg, who arrived in Edmonton with 
the American editorial party. The 
three provinces have heen getting a 
share of the newcomers, but Alberta 
has probably attracted the greatest 
number, and the Edmonton district 
has been the mecca for the majority 
that have come to this province, as 
land office records indicate. x 

Mr. Wardrop states that advices 
from agents in the States are to the 
effect that the land movement from 
the south to western Canada prom- 
ises to take the form of a regular in- 
vasion. There never was so much 
talk before among actual workers in 
the central and western states re- 
garding western Canada as there is 
tdday, agents report. Everywhere 
one goes in the rural districts or mar- 
ket towns the people are discussing 
Canada and its opportunities for 
farmers of modest means. . 

The settlers. coming in this year are 
of an unusually good class, Mr. Ward- 
rop says, and most of them are buy- 
ing unoccupied land within conveni- 
ent distance of the railways. It is 
this class of people that the railway 
is seeking for the western prairies, in 
pursuance of a policy to get non-pro- 
ducing lands in districts served by ex- 
isting railways. under cultivation, 
thus securing closer settlement and 
improving both: social and business 
conditions in town and country, to 
say nothing of the general benefit of 
having large areas hitherto idle lands 
contributing to’ the agricultural out- 
put of the country.

THE LIQUOR. ACT. 


To the Editor of The News. 

Dear Sir,—While we usually agree 
in our opinions, I cannot’ accept the 
pessimistic: tone of your editorial in 
your issue of July 23, entitled “The 
Liquor Act”. We have had to take 
what the brewers claim with a grain 
of salt for a great many years. You 
predict that the Liquor Act will go 
the way of other temperance meas- 
ures, such as the Dunkin Act and the 
Scott, Act, which were only half way 
measures, but served their purpose 
in educating the people and prepar- 
ing theni for more advanced legisia- 
tion. You admit that the Liquor 
Act was carried by a large majority. 
Yes, about 22,000 of a majority, “and 
was popular for a time” because the 
liquor interests were “stunned.” The 
trouble is too many temperance -peo- 
ple thought the liquor traffic was 
killed, not “stunned” and consequent- 
ly have not been as alert to secure 
law enforcement as they should. The 
other day in driving along the trail I 
struck a badger on the nose, and I 
threw him into the rig supposing I 
had killed him, but after driving a 
mile or more, I was aroused tq find 
my quarry sufficiently alive to be 
climbing out of the rig, and as an 
{rishman would say, I had to kill him 
again. In fighting the liquor traffic 
we are fighting a demon that has 
many lives. If the “Liquor Act” was 
well enforced for two years it can be 
well enforced still. The liquor  in- 
terests are doing everything in their 
power to bring the Liquor Act into 
disrepute. They declared prohibition 
wouldn’t prohibit, and they are put- 
ting forth herculean efforts to make 
cheir statement come true. If the 
breweries were doing a “bigger busi- 
ness than ever they did before pro- 
hibition days, they wouldn't lend 
their help and put up a big cash fund 
to defeat prohibition. 

“You say no blame can be attach- 
ed to the doctors, who are the author- 
ized medium through which liquor 
can be dispensed, so long as they. act 
within the law. 

But do they? The design of the 
law was the dispensing of liquor only 
for “medical purposes” on the part of 
a doctor. It was never intended that 
he should prostitute his noble calling 
to be a bartender or a paid bootleg- 
ger. I have it from a medical man 
in good standing in the province that 
in his opinion seven out of ten doc- 
tors in Alberta are writing | liquor 
prescriptions, not because their pati- 
ent needs it, but because their appli- 
cant wants it, and they covet the two 
dollars or one dollar they charge for 
writing that prescription. Recently 
a travelling doctor came to the little 
town where my informant lives and 
wrote out forty prescriptions in one 
evening. There are doctors who are 
debauching their fellowmen instead 
of healing or curing them of their 
diseases. The doctors realize this 
themselves, at least many of them 
do. The Lethbridge Medical Asso- 
ciation passed a resolution recently 
deploring the action of some medical 
men and asking that the government 
limit the monthly liquor prescriptions 
to 150 instead of 100 per week, as the 
law now stands. Two or three medi- 
cal men at Medicine Hat threaten to 
return to the government their serial 
prescription blanks rather than be 
pestered with the “thirsty ones.” 
These inen can get along alright 
without liquor for their patients. 
Surely it is within the bounds of 
possibility to secure such amend- 
ments to the act as will correct these 
abuses. 

The Liquor Act has been a great 
boon to the province, even with these 
much regretted infractions of the law. 
We are not now making drunkards, 
our young men are not openly invited 
into the bars and urged to. treat. 
There is growing up a whole genera- 
tion of children in our province who 
never remember seeing a drunken 
man. They are young yet, it is 
true. But in a generation the thirsty 
ones will have died off. At the Ed- 
monton Fair this year, during the 
three days of my attendance, I only 
saw one drunk and he was promptly 
arrested. I was at Calgary when the 
31st returned and I only saw two men 
the worse of liquor. Surely there is 
much ground for gratification. It 
is not the repeal of the act we need 
but better ‘enforcement, and such 
amendments as will make it more en- 
forceable. We note what Col. San- 
ders had to say of the number of 
drunks brought before him recently 
at Calgary, but he has had more 
cases up for infractions of the motor 
vehicles act in the same period, yet 
he has not for that reason suggested 
that the Motor Vehicles Act should 
be repealed.

FRENCH TACKLE PROBLEM ON

pear in tomorrow's official journal

The commissions will establish the 
cost price of goods and add a per- 
centage up to 15 per cent as a maxi- 
mum profit. These prices will be 
given the utmost publicity and retail- 
ers are to be compelled to affix them 
to goods and to conform to: them.

IRPENING TOMATOES 


IN A SHORT SEASON 


Experimental Farms Note. 

In a comparatively short ‘growing 
season, the tomato usually produces 
a large crop of green fruit but only 
in favourable summers is there much 
ripe fruit produced unless_ special 
measures are taken to hasten ripen- 
ing. At Brandon Experimental Farm 
considerable success has been attain- 
ed in forcing early maturing of tom- 
atoes and the methods which have 
proven most successful may be of 
general interest. 

Choice of Varlety. 

Only the very earliest varieties 
should be used. The Earliana vari- 
ety and strains developed from it, 
such as Alacrity and Sunnybrook are 
the best to use. Earliness must be 
the one chief consideration and other 
points must be secondary to it. 
Location, 

Tomatoes should be grown in a 
well sheltered garden where the wind 
is prevented from beating them 
about. They should be in the open 
sunlight; shade is fatal to success. 
If it is possible to make any choice 
in regard to soil, a sharp loam with 
a considerable proportion of sand is 
preferable to heavier soils. 

Starting. 

At Brandon the tomato seed is 
planted in seed boxes in a hotbed the 
first week of April. An earlier start 
can be made when ‘seed is started in 
the house, but more satisfactory re- 
sults are attained in a hotbed. By 
starting at that time, it is possible 
to have plants in blossom by trans- 
planting them. While in the hotbed 
the young plants are moved twice, 
first pricked out to single plants and 
then transplanted for more room as 
they grow larger. 

Planting. 

The tomatoes are planted in the 
open aboit June 10th. Earlier than 
that it is too risky for frost in Mani- 
toba, and while that date is not en- 
tirely free from _frost risk, later 
planting would have too short a re- 
nraining ‘season for the development 
required. The tomato plants should 
be given plenty of room. Putting 
rows four feet apart and plants two 
feet apart in the row is about the 
right spacing. 

Staking ' 

‘The tomato plants should be staked 
upright and should be pruned to re- 
duce the foliage. These operations 
probably have a greater effect in in- 
ducing early maturity than anything 
else, with the possible exception of 
variety. 

The object is to allow the sun to 
shine more directly on the stems and 
fruit and to check the production of 
excessive foliage and late blossoms. 
The plant should be trained to grow 
to one upright stem instead of num- 
erous spreading branches. It should 
be fastened upright by driving a 
stake in beside it and tying to the 
stake. Or wires may be stretched 
along a row, though this method is 
not as satisfactory as staking. The 
growth should be prevented from be- 
coming dense and bushy by pinching 
off the buds that appear in the axils 
of the branches. And in addition, 
part of the foliage may be pruned off. 
After a sufficient amount of fruit has 
been formed, later blossoms should 
be picked off so as to force the 
growth and maturity of the earlier 
fruit.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Food which looks, smells, and 
tastes nice is easily digested, and 
does the body more good than that 
which fis not tempting. . 

Bread and meat pudding is delic- 
fous. Grease a basin, lay in some 
slices of cold meat, some chopped 
parsley, onions, and sage, some more 
bread, meat, and — seasoning, and 
Steam for an hour. 
This may be made and cooked in a 
basin put in a saucepan with water 
that does not come to the top. It 
must be closely covered. 

When ironing have a number of 
coat hangers to put things on. 

Onions if boiled in pure soft water 
are tasteless. Use hard water salted.

HUNS LEFT MUCH LOOT. 


Namur.—Four billion dollars! 

That's the most conservative esti- 
mate of the value of the war loot cap- 
tured from the German army by the 
British because of the haste of the 
Hun retreat. 

Eight hundred barge loads, 
carrying eight hundred tons. 
Twenty thousand trucks! 
And these hold only a part of the 

treasure. 

Some of the loads were coming into 
Namur to supply’ the German army. 
Some were cargoes taken from the 
allies and loaded for shipment to Ger- 
many. But the latter was the lesser 
part. " 

One barge carried 400 tons of iron 
bolts. 3 
In one small area was seized 30,000 
tons of chicory, 100,000 candles, 1,100 
tons of soda, 200 dynamos, 1,000 farm 
implements, 8,000 shovels and pick- 
axes, 

-In one sale of loot 90,000 stoves 
have been disposed of, mostly to Bel- 
gians and French. 

A cargo of rags was bid up to $350 
a ton before the auctioneer discover- 
ed what the bidders had already 
learned, that the rags covered a store 
of copper. : 
Here is just a partial list of the 
articles seized and now being sold 
by the disposal board: Brooms, buc- 
kets, trench mirrors, dried tripe, toil- 
et paper, water bottles, hammers,

ROYAL ASSENT GIVEN TO THE 
GERMAN PEACE TREATY. 


London, July 31.—Royal assent was 
today given to the German _ peace 
treaty and to the Anglo-French treaty 
which thus became law. 

Ottawa, July 31.—Although Great 
Britain’s king has given royal assent 
to the peace treaty with Germany, 
there will be no_ proclamation of 
peace until three of the allied powers 
have ratified the pact. This, the Can- 
adian government has asked Britain 
to delay until the Canadian parlia- 
ment has taken action at the coming 
fall session. Therefore the orders- 
jn-council under the War Measures 
act will not be annulled until peace 
{s officially “proclaimed.”’ These in- 
clude prohibition, racing, etc.

TO ECONOMIZE SHOE LEATHER 


The scarcity of leather and _ the 
consequent increase in price for 
footwear make any process or treat- 
ment welcome that gives added life 
to articles so essential. A writer in 
Chamber's Journal declares’ that 
varnishing the soles of boots’ or 
shoes makes them wear four or five 
times as long as_ they would wear 
without that treatment. An inferior 
type of copal varnish is good enough 
for the purpose, and half a pint costs 
with a suitable brush, about twenty- 
five cents, and should keep a person's 


‘| footwear treated for a year or mare. 
Mrs. 


The leather must be quite dry and 
bare when you apply the varnish. 
You should therefore, wear new 
boots for a day before treating them. 
Apply the varnish at intervals of half 
an hour until the leather is so satur- 
ated that the surface remains shiny 
instead of, becoming dull in places. 
Hang the Loots up to dry about 12 
hours and they will be ready for 
wear. It is a good plan to treat the 
soles in that way about once a month. 
In addition to increasing the life of 
the leather, the varnish makes it vir- 
tually waterproof.
